Deeply despondent for months over 
the dact that the sweetheart the ihad 
breugnt out from the mother land to 
marry, had jilted him Charles Mars- 
den, a young English stock clerk in 
Sommerville’s hardware stores, ended 
his despondency in death at 6.30 this 
morning, in his room in his married 
brother's home between Fourteenth 
and Fifteenth on Jasper, when he took 
his own life by shooting himself in 
the head with a small revolver. 

Marsden was discovered by his sis- 
ter, who, nising to prepare the morning 
meal heard ‘the report of the weapon, 
and rushed in to find her brother ly- 
ing on his bed in a pool of his own 
blood. She roused the remainder of 
the household and Dr. Campbell was 
summoned. He later notified Dr. 
Sniith, coroner, itihat a0 inquest would 
be necessary. 

Chas Marsden was a bright young 
Englishman who lived with his mar- 
ried brother, Harry Marsden, and his 
unmarried sister, om Jasper west. He 
had been stock clerk in Sommerville’s 
hardware stores for the past six 
months, formerly being employed in 
the hardware stores of Lundy and 
MeLeod.. Ife was well known about 
the city. 

Marsden's ‘relatives are neluctanit to 
give their belief of what led the young 
man to take his own life, early this 
morning, but as the result of long 
brooding over the fact, that his sweet- 
heart had grown cold towards him. 
The young man-often referred to this 
fact in talking with his, shop comrades 
at the stores, and to the Capital this 
anorning, some of the employees in the 
stores told of how he had often spok- 

-en.of.the girl, and of how he had never 
ot over the fact:that she jilted him. 

Two years ag6,; Marsden brought his 
‘sweetheart out from England to marry 
her. They decided, however, to wait 
for afew months, but in the mean- 
‘time the girl’s fondness for the young 
aman cooled, This led him into des- 
‘pondency, and he was subject to fits 
tof intense ibrooding. 

Marsden was. working as usual in 
‘the stores on Saturday evening, until 


_ late, and seemed to be more cheerful 


than ever. In fact, he remarked to one 
of the other employes that ihe was 
feeling better than for yeans. ' 

~ Sunday evening Marsden retired to 
his room in his usual spirits, and _evi- 
dently in the best of health. This 
morning he rose at 6.30 his usual time, 
Dut his despondency had evidently 
‘overcome him, and pulling from his 
Dureau drawer a revolver he had had 
for months, held it to his temple and 
“pulled the trigger. 

Miss Marsden heard the report. and 
rushed into the room. The young man 
was lying on the bed with the blood 
‘trickling from the wound in nis head, 
“Terrified, she toused ther brother and 
he called the doctor. The young man 
was quite dead, however, when the 
doctor examined him. 

Marsden was 24 years of age, and 
“had been in Edmonton for four or five 
years. His remains are being held at 
the parlors of Connolly and McKinley.

One-iman is dead, three others are 
lying in-Kdmonjon-hospitals. suffering 
frony’-terrible--burns and = other ‘in- 
juries, and a fifth is walking the streets 
suffering from slight bruises, as the 
result of. a train. wreck on the We- 
taskiwin branch of the C. P. R., about 
100 miles south of Edmonton, at five 
o’clock Saturday night, when a loco- 
motive, in which the five men were 
riding, and which was drawing a string 
of empty ballast cars, ran full speed 
into an open switch, and plunged down 
a 25-foot embnkment. 

Two of the men were engineer and 
fireman, two were brakemen, and the 
fifth was a washout man, who was 
riding in the engine with the others. 
Wallace, the fireman, died from his 
injuries in ‘the public hospital in the 
city at 11 o'clock last night: The oth- 
er three seriously injured men are 
doing as well as can be expected. 
Cook, the wash-out man, is at the 
public hospital, and Lang, the engin- 
eer, and Brick, the brakeman are at 
the General. Black, the fifth man, 
escaped almost uninjured. All of 
them are single and have been em- 
ployed on the construction trains on 
the new line 

The story of the accident is a story 
of almost unbelievable pluck and en- 
durance. ‘That the five men, after 
picking themselves from under the de- 
bris of the engine and tender, one 
man so badly scalded and burned that 
he afterwards died, another with a 
stump of an arm dripping blood, the 
others all badly burned, should walk 
a full mile in the bitter cold of a De- 
cember night, ‘to the nearest sub-sta- 
tion, ‘there to fall exhausted at the 
foot of the telegraph operator, is 
almost beyond imagination, but that 
is what these hardy men of the con- 
struction camps accomplished. 

When the engine plunged over ‘the 
embankment, Wallace, the fireman, 
was partly buried beneath the engine 
and tender. Briek, the brakeman, had 
his arm caught between the locomotive 
and the tender, and when he picked 
himself up, his wrist was missing. The 
others were badly burned from steam 
and hot water from the boiler, but 
managed to drag themselves to their 
feet. Sobbing with the pain of their 
injuries, which the intense cold in- 
creased, and with Brick’s arm pour- 
ing forth blood, the men, with wonder- 
ful pluck went to work to dig out their 
comrade, the fireman, who was lying 
half under the engine, and upon whose 
body a scalding stream of water and 
steam was playing. 

After a struggle which nearly cost 
them their. lives, the injured men suc- 
ceeded in releasing the fireman, and 
all five started ‘to walk to the nearest 
sub-station, a mile away. <A_ special 
was immediately wired for, but it was 
four o’clock on Sunday morning before 
the men, nearly dead, reached the Ed- 
monton hospitals. 

Was Going Home for Christmas 

One feature of the accident is that 
Wallace, the young Scotchman, who 
‘died from his injuries last night, was 
on his way into Edmonton, to take 
the train for Winnipeg, on his way 
home’ to Scotland to spend Christmas

NEED SUb-PHONE 
STATIONS IN CITY 


Norwood and Groat Estate Should 
Have Them, Says Depart- 
ment’s Annual Report 


That the city should immediately 
take steps to secure sites for the erec- 
tion of sub-telephone stations in'Nor- 
wood and the Groat estate, is one of 
the recommendations laid down in the 
annual report of the telephone super- 
intendent. With these | stb-stations’ 
tthe superintendent points out ‘that a 
more satisfactory service could be 
provided as well as a reduction of 
operating expenses. 

At the end of the fiscal year there 
were 2368 telephones in operation an 
increase of 568 over ‘the corresponding 
date in 1909. 

During the year the department put 
up four and two thirds miles of aerial 
cable and laid two and one half miles 
of underground cable. 

The report also states that a- suit- 
able storage building should be pro- 
vided in that the present store house! 
on Elizabeth street is unsatisfactory 
as it is at all times open to the public. 

The superintendent also intimates 
that he intends to ask for additions 
to his present staff as the rapid in- 
crease of contsruction and office work 
makes it impossible for him ‘to carry 
on the work satisfactory with a limit- 
ed staff, as at present. 


HAVE EXPERT 
ON RY. TARIFF 


Advisability of Appointing One 
Will Be Discussed at Board 
of Trade 


The advisability of ‘the appointment 
of a provincial expert on railway tar- 
iffs, who will be prepared to assist 
merchants throughout the province in 
checking up expense bills, is the sub- 
ject of a resolution forwarded from 
the Regina board of trade, and which 
will come before the Edmonton board 
at their regular meeting tomorrow. 

The Regina board have presented 
the resolution to the Saskatchewan 
legislature, and ask for a similar act- 
ion from the Edmonton board, 

Another resolution which will come 
before the board tomorrow. is one 
from the Welland board of trade, 
which disaproves of the idea of reci- 
procity with the United States. It is 
hardly likely tha the Edmonton board 
wil Itake any action on this resolu- 
tion. 

The regular meeting of the board 
will be held tomorrow, following 
luncheon at the King Edward at 1 
o'clock. There are several matters 
of importance to come up. 

The East Clover Bar branch of the 
United Farmers association, are cla- 
moring for the construction of an 
east end bridge over the Saskatche- 
wan, which will give them more direct 
connection with the city, and the 
branch will have a letter before the 
board tomorrow asking them to urge 
the matter upon the city council. This 
hridve has been the subject of agita- 
tion for some years. 

The various railways have present- 
eda new ferm of bill of lading for 
handling bulk grain, to the board for 
the criticism. The new form will be 
inspected by the members of the 
board who are most interested ;

Bellevue, Alta., Dec. 12.—‘Greater 
Love hath no man than this that he 
lay down his life for his friends.” 

‘Scrawled on a piece of dirty note- 
paper in lead pencil and carefully 
tucked under one corner of the pillow 
supporting the head of Fred Alderson, 
by their anonymous writer, the above 
words indicate. the reverence with 
which Alderson’s memory is held by 
the people of Bellevue. 

One of the special party rushed from 
Hosmer, B. C., with the British Col- 
lumbia government oxygen helmets 
for use.in the mine, Alderson led the 
five men-out of danger before he was 
overcome. Je, was. skilled in the use 
of the ‘helmejand while the. party 
were making their way back to fresh 
air saw an’ unknown Italian fall to 
the ground, Hastily picking him up, 
Alderson pressed his helmet on ‘the 
man and thinking that he could stand 
the poisonous fumes until he could 
reach the ‘purer air started to run on. 
He had not gone a dozen yards how- 
ever before he was overcome and al- 
though some of the party saw him fall 
they could do nothing to help him, as 
they were in bad shape themselves, 
and in addition were dragging other 
unconscious men to a place of safety. 
As soon as they reached an air station 
they set the men they had brought 
out, down, and rushed back to save 
Alderson, but:the latter was dead be- 
fore he was brought out into the pure 
air. 

A sad feature of the case is that des- 
pite his heroism Alderson’s act was 
futile, the man he had sought to help 
being afterwards found dead in the 
mine with the helmet still on him. He 
had not understood how ‘to use it, and 
in consequence was just as badly off 
as if he did not have it on 

Although he is dead the bravery of 
Alderson is being discussed all over 
the mining camps of the Crow’s Nest 
Pass since the accident, and already 
there is a movement on foot to pro- 
vide for his wife and erect a monu- 
ment to his memory. Alderson had 
just passed his examinations for mine 
superintendent, in both Alberta and 
British Columbia. 

Mrs. Alderson, accompanied by the 
brother of the dead) man_ arrived in 
Bellevue on Sunday morning. She is 
taking the death of lier husband very 
badly, and a physician is attending her 
constantly. 

Although Alderson’s death has 
brought him into prominence he was 
not the only hero of the day. 

Herman Teppo, and ‘the twenty 
dead men who were found with him 
died like heroes. When the explosion 
occurred the air pipes were seriously 
affected, but some air was still being 
forced through. Teppo and his men 
were on the far side of the explosion, 
which hemmed them in like rats in a 
trap. They made an attempt to get 
through the danger zone but were dri- 
ven back, and according to the men 
who afterwards found them, they 
bravely awaited the end, In one un- 
broken line they stood near a break 
in the air pipe. They had either found 
or made this leak in the pipe, and with 
Hermn Teppo apparently superintend- 
ing the proceedings had advanced one 
by one in ‘turn and taken a few 
breaths of the pure, life giving air, 
and then again taken up their position 
at the end of the line. How long they 
were able to keep alive by this means 
is not known, but there was apparent- 
ly no fighting for a place at the break 
in the pipe, and when found the men 
were lying in line, one behind the oth- 
eras they had fallen. 

Another hero of the day was Dr. 
Mackenzie, the mine physician. He 
was one of the first men at the scene 
of the disaster and entered with the 
first rescue party. For fifteen

he worked licriccally but at last. suc- 
cumbed and was himself saved with 
difficulty 

Supt. Jack Powell, who has only 
had charge of the mine for nine days, 
was another. He was the first man to 
enter the mine with an organized res- 
cue party, and the last to leave it when 
all but oné man had been brought 
out, and that man’s death had been 
proven. 


Every party that went in saw him 
a member of it, and although he him- 
was overcome several times, 
when he recovered he went right back 
in again, 

Jim Cardle, a digger, was another 
one of many heroes. ‘Twice he was 
affected by the deadly afterdamp, but 
is soon as he recovered he went back 
again, and every time he entered the 
mine he did good. work, 

Jim Burke, the secretary of ‘the local 
miners ullon, was also one of the first 
men in, and for the biggest gare of 
Saturday night and Sunday the assisted 
in the work of rescue. 

Supt. W. PB. Williams of Lille, and 
O. I. S. Whitesides, of Coleman, also 
proved their mettle. Att the head of 
parties of picked men from their own 
mines they entered ithe death trap 
and succeeded in bringing some of the 
men out alive and recovering other 
bodies. 

An unknown engineer and his help- 
er rushed into the mine when the 
fourteen men of the first rescue party 
Were overcome, and by sheer strength 
and nerve pulled them all toa place of 
safety. 

Then there were James Allsopp, the 
night watchman, George ‘Chrisie, a 
lampman, and John Fraser, an elec- 
trician When the explosion occurred 
all the lights at the plant went out, 
the switch being thrown out of gear. 
I'he chief engineer, however, was 
standing by the switchboard and im- 
mediately threw it in again, so that 
the lights in the main tunnell were out 
only a very short time. In the mean- 
time Allsopp, Christie and Fraser had 
seen the lights go out and noticed the 
rush of air out of the mine mouth. 
They ran inside and found Arnold 
Varley, a door tender about three 
quarters of a mile inside the tunnell. 
Making sure that he reached a place of 
safety, he was told to spread the 
alarm while the three men worked 
their way on inside the tunnell. 

The next man they found was an old 
switchman, who had been thrown 
down so hard by the force of the ex- 
plosion ‘that every bone in his body 
was broken. He was covered with 
mud and coal, ad although they rush- 
ed him out in a coal car he was dead 
before he got out of the mine. 

The next man they found was also 
dead, a piece of stone having taken 
away part of his face and gone clean 
through out ‘the back of his head, 
Pushing back with this man they met 
Superintendent Powell, pit boss John 
Anderson and a gang of cight other 
men, who went right on to the scene 
of the accident. Prospect boss Bridges 
also took a gang in but although they 
located the accident they could not 
get past the gas area. 

In the meantime a young door ten- 


= 


der named Harry Fisher, has ‘made 
his way out to the entrnce of the mine, 
supported by Walter Miller. Later 
Fred Hill, a digger, staggered out. He 
had been. pinned by falling coal in the 
main entry but had dimadly worked dis 
way out. 

By this time the mouth of the pit 
was black with people, many of whom 
wanted to rush in unprepared and un- 
organized, and only the most heroic 
efforts of the mounted police, Capt. 
Sower of Frank, and Constables 
Moorehead of Lille and Irwin of 
Blairmore, kept them in check, For 
over an hour ‘the police had literally to 
fight the people back and leave the 
tunnell entrance clear for the organ- 
ized rescue parties. 

In the meantime special trains were 
rushed to the scene from Blairmore; 
Lille, Hosmer, Fernie, Frank, Michel, 
Coleman and other points with pick- 
ed miners on board and with all the 
apparatus available — All these men, 
whose names are unknown, entered 
the mine and, throwing all thought of 
self aside, worked hard to rescue men 
they did not ever know. Jack Bing- 


ham, a Laneashire man from the fan. 


ous Wigan collieries led a rescue party 
time and time again. When the men 
were ordered together with a long 
rope so that if one fell he would be 
dragged back ‘by his companions, 
Bingham took the lead. Once he fell 
and was dragged back to safety. The 
second time he untied the rope whieh 
held him and rushing forward into 
the danger zone saved one of the men 
that was with Isaac Hutton.

NOT IN ALBERTA 


Roberts’ Bill! to Permit Osteop- 
athists to Practise in Prov- 
ince Is Killed

Both the osteopathist bill, and an 
amendment to that bill brought in by 
Dr. Campbell, but declared out of 
order, died a natural death in com- 
mittee of the whole house Friday. 
when on an even division, split by the 
vote of J. R- Boyle, who was in the 
deputy speaker's chair, the house cac- 
ried a motion that the chairman leave 
the chair.  Osteopathists will still 
have no right to practice in the pro- 
vince in spite of their efforts to have 
the bill passed which wouid give them 
the right under the medical act to car- 
ry on their profession. 

Another sharp discussion took place 
on the merits of the bill in committee 
of the whole yesterday, when Dr. 
Campbell introduced his amendment, 
taken from the B. C. Statutes, which 
was in effect that osteopathists prac- 
ticing in the province would have to 
be recognized by some school or col- 
lege of osteopathy, and would have to 
pass a prescribed examination satis- 
factory to the medical council. 


This amendment while giving the 
right ‘to osteopathists to practice, 


would create a certain standard, and 
would protect the rights of medical 
men under their own act. Stewart 
Smith and McKenny supported the 
amendment, while Roberts, who was 
fathering the original bill, pointed out 
that the osteopathists did not want to 
be compelled to pass an examination 
prescribed by ithe medical asociation. 
J. K. Cornwall made a neat and hu- 
morous speech on the whole situation.

Provided that all practitioners of 
osteopathy within the meaning of this 
Act shall be duly qualified osteopaths 
of a recognized schoq] or college of 
osteopathy; and for the purpose — of 
this act, a recognized school or college 
of osteopathy shall he deemed to be 
an institution recognized by the Am- 
erican Osteopathic Association: 

Provided further, that before any 
such osteopath shall be lawfully .en- 
titled to practise osteopathy 
Alberta, such osteopath shall take and 
successfully pass an examination satis- 
factory to the council in the following 
subjects: Anatomy, Physiology, Chem- 
istry, Toxicology, Bacteriology, Tis- 
tology, Neurology, Physical Diagnosis, 
Obstetrics, Gynescology, Minor Sur- 
gery, Hygiene, Medical Jurisprudence, 
Principles and prictise of Osteopa- 
thy. 

The council, for the purpose of such 
examination of applicants for registra- 
tion as osteopaths under this act, shall 
appoint an osteopath, who shall pres- 
cribe ‘the examination for such appli- 
cants in felation to the principles.and 
practice of osteopathy: 

Any duly qualied osteopath = who 
shall successfully pass such examina- 
tion to the satisfaction of the council, 
shall be entitled to be registered under 
this act as a member of the college: 

Provided, that such osteopath shall 
be restricted wholly to the practise of 
osteopathy.

Washington, ‘Dec. « The popula- 
tion of the United States and its pos- 
sessions unofficially estimated by the 
census ‘hreau to ‘be 100,000,000 may 
fall 5,000,000 shicrt off these figures, ac- 
cording to careful computations anade 
today. 

The population of more than half of 
the states has already been announced 
and a ‘computation tbased on the per- 
centage -of jimvcrease in these states, 
compared with the states whose popu- 
tion ‘has mot’ yet been announced, does 
und computation based on ‘the percent- 
age of increase in these states, com- 
pared with ‘the states whose popula- 
tion has not yet (bee nannomneed, does 
not tinow out the census bureau's 
claim that this censas will show 109,- 
000,0000 popalation under the Ameri- 
can flag. 

The population of 24 states has been 
announced,- and the total for these 
does not agree with the estimated pop- 
ulation made ‘by director of the census 
Durand ‘before the beginning of the 
enumeration. dfis estimate was 90,- 
000,000 in continental United States 
and 10,000,000 in Porto Rico, the 
Philipines and the other insular pos- 
sessions.

English Artist Subscribes to the 
American Opinion of De- 
creasing Beauty 


ATHLETICS IS BANEFUL 
Expert Says Fair Sex Soon Will 
‘Be Like Rail Splitters;

London--American experts who be- 
lieve woman's figure is becoming 
more like that of a man have an in- 
dorser in Marcus Stone, royal aca- 
demician.

IS NATIONALISM 
TO PASS AWAY 


Montreal Recorder Declares It Is 
But a Transient 
‘Phase 


Montreal._—Mr.Recorder Weir read 
an interesting paper gefore the St. 
James Literary Society recently on 
“Nationalism,” and presented an his- 
torical and philosophical review of 
a symptom which he said was to be 
observed all over the world, Nation- 
alism was based on the theory that 
race and language denoted commun- 
ity of blood, but -such a theory was 
fictitious. Race igrew out of —aiivach- 
ment to the sail and community of 
language was incidental thereto 

The kings of England and France 
were at first kings of the English and 
kings of the French, after the analogy 
of chieftainship, but with the estab- 
lishment of feudalism the land and 
not kinship became the basis of so- 
ciety. Nationalism was often a uni- 
fying force as illustrated in Ttaly and 
Germany, and the Pan Slav move- 
ment, but was also a source of inter- 
nal discord where the-state and the 
nation were not co-extensive. ‘The 
essential spirit of nationalism was to 
be found not only among the “little 
peoples” but also among great ma- 
tions. Even imperialism, remarked 
the Recorder, is but nationalism writ 
large and quoted Kipling’s references 
to pride of race ahd “The Blood” as 
proof. 

The Recorder's main thesis was 
that upon any optimistic view of the 
future nationalism, so prominent a 
feature of modern nations, must sive 
way to internationalism--all the agen- 
cies and activities of modern civil- 
ization tended this way. This might 
involve the reduction of whe number 
of languages in use, but the Scottish 
and Irish peoples had lost their lan- 


guages without losing their sense of 


natianality. Tennyson in a famous 
passage had predicted a_ federation 
of the world. Why should this not 
be feasible? Nationalism was but a 
stage in the world’s proogress,:ank the 
world-patriot should look forward to 
the fulfilment of the Tennyson vision 
of a world-federation with armaments 
for police alone, and not for war. 
A. discussion followed, in which 
warm approval was expressed of rhe 
liberal and far-sighed views of the 


lecturer, and a cordial vote of thanks, 


was extended for lis address. Alr. 
I. Armitage Ewing was in the chair. 
The general wish was expressed that 
the Recorder should print his essay 
for general distribution, as a clear and 
dispassioned analysis of a highly in- 
teresting topic.

Berlin, Dec. 12.—Emperor William 
congratulated.
